Pleasureville City Council has been 
heading an effort recently to update 
the town’s infrastructure. This effort 
has evolved into a full-blown beauti¬ 
fication project. At the heart of the 
issue, though, is the desire to make 
Pleasureville more inviting, as well as 
more up to date. 

According to Mayor Rodney 
Young, two sections of sidewalk have 
already been completed. 

“We’re planning to put in another 
[section of sidewalk],” Young said. 
However, he added that the proj¬ 
ect almost didn’t come to fruition 
at all. “We got a federal grant... 
that’s going to total about $70 or

According to the 
National Weather 
Service, Henry 
County has had a 
“departure from 
normal” accumula¬ 
tion of 8 inches of 
precipitation in the 
last week. 

Heavy pockets of 
rain and thunder¬ 
storm cells moved 
into the county 
Thursday night into 
early Friday morning 
causing flash flooded 
pastures along the 
Kentucky River, ris¬ 
ing creek levels and 
one reported mud¬ 
slide. 

Drennon Creek 
on KY 202 rose 
high enough to 
cover the Bullitt 
Hill Road Bridge 
and Kentucky State 
Police at Post 5 
reported a mudslide 
near the intersection 
of River Road (KY 
389) and Drennon 


Road (KY 202). The 
torrential down¬ 
pour caused part 
of the hill near the 
embankment in the 
eastbound lane of 
KY 389 to break 
loose and spill into 
the roadway. 

At approximately 
7:30 a.m. Friday, KY 
42 and KY 36 were 
closed in Bedford 
as a mudslide 
destroyed a rental 
home between 
Carroll County and 
Milton. Dispatchers 
at Kentucky 
State Police Post 
5 reported no 
injuries. Carroll 
County Director 
of Emergency 
Management Ed 
Webb, evacuated 
neighbors near the 
home after it buck¬ 
led from the mud¬ 
slide that fell from 
the hill behind the 
residence. 

At 6 p.m., 

Sunday, April 6, 
another mudslide 


occurred on KY 36 
within 100 yards of 
the collapsed home 
causing another 
evacuation and loss 
of power for about 
100 homes. 

The Kentucky 
Transportation 
Cabinet reported 


another mudslide on 
KY 8 in Northern 
Kentucky shutting 
down the highway 
and an additional 
mudslide occurred 
on 1-64 Friday 
in Floyd County, 
Indiana. 

The National 


Weather Service 
reported 1.5 to 2 
inches of rain is the 
average for Henry 
County this time 
of year compared 
to the 8-10 inches 
observed in the last 
week.

Beginning with the 2014-2015 
school year, Eminence schools plan to 
deploy a new learning management 
system, or LMS. The new system, called 
It’s Learning, will ideally allow students, 
teachers and parents to all check stu¬ 
dents’ schoolwork, keep track of their 
progress and streamline education.

Census shows farm size increase, decrease in number

The rural landscape 
of farms in Henry 
County hasn’t changed 
since 1909, but the 
amount of farms has 
drastically dimin¬ 
ished according to the 
Census of Agriculture. 


Using data from the 
National Agricultural 
Statistics Service, a 
snapshot of farms, acre¬ 
age and production 
from 1909 to 2007, 
the market value of 
crops and livestock has 
steared land ownership, 
the average age of indi¬ 
viduals who principally 


farm as an occupation 
and where they have 
historically invested 
their capital. 

In 1909, the cen¬ 
sus reports there were 
2,329 farms in Henry 
County with 178,217 
acres of land used for 
farming. The number 
of farms peaked at 


2,578 in 1919 with an 
overall land use dimin¬ 
ishing by 862 acres. 
Compared to 2007 
census data, there were 
962 farms in Henry 
County — a loss of 
1,367 farms. Despite 
the drastic drop, Henry

Students take Odyssesy to Iowa

The Odyssey of the 
Mind club at Eminence 
Middle School recently 
brought home second 
place at the Kentucky 
State Tournament, held 
on Eastern Kentucky 
University’s campus in 
Richmond, which quali¬ 
fies them to move on to 
the World Finals on the 
campus of Iowa State 
University, May 28-31. 

Odyssey of the Mind 
(simply called Odyssey) is 
a school club that com¬ 
petes in a similar fashion 
to the Future Problem 
Solvers of America. The 
students (a maximum 
of seven on a team) are 
given a choice of five dif¬ 
ferent problems to solve. 
They then solve the 
problem in accordance 
with the rules they are 
given and present their 
solution at the various 
levels of competition, 
which begins at regional, 
then moves to state, fol¬ 
lowed by world. There is 
no national level of com¬ 
petition. 

Of course, it’s not 
as simple as that, 
because the students 
are also presented with 
another problem in the 
“Spontaneous” category. 
They have four minutes 
to solve the problem 
with no help from their 
coaches. They are graded 
based on their abilities in 
each category and award¬ 


ed places. 

Eminence’s Odyssey 
club consists of six stu¬ 
dents from the middle 
school. For their prob¬ 
lem this year, they 
chose Problem 3: It’s 
How We Rule. In this 
problem, the students 
must write and perform 
two skits. In one, they 
must portray a histori¬ 
cal situation in which a 
ruler issues a decree to 
solve a problem they are 
facing in their kingdom. 
In the other, they must 
make up a kingdom of 
their own, create a prob¬ 
lem, and solve it with a 
decree. For their histori¬ 
cal subject, the Eminence 
students chose Hungary 
in the 12 th century. 
Humorously, their cre¬ 
ated kingdom was named 
'Hungry.’ 

Odyssey has its own 
flair to it, with its com¬ 
bination of creative skill 
building like acting, 
technical prowess and 
constructing props and 
backdrops. In addition, 
the students must utilize 
puppets and sing a song 
in their skit. The world 
competition is no excep¬ 
tion. 

Eminence eighth grad¬ 
er Sara Yount attended 
World Finals with her 
sister and said that, “It’s 
like a near-death experi¬ 
ence, except [you’re] 
alive.” That drew laughs 
from her compatriots, 
but they all share her 
excitement. Yount has 


her own way of describ¬ 
ing it, though, saying, 
“It’s like watching the 
Olympics, but a lot more 
creative and a lot more 
awesome.” 

As with all clubs, the 
students each have their 
own reasons for join¬ 
ing. As coach Steve 
Metcalfe said, “It’s a lot 
of work.” The students 
had to come to school 
on Saturdays, as well as 
build all of their props 
and backdrops them¬ 
selves, without assistance 
from the coaches.” For 
Dustin Henderson, it 
turned out to be more 
work than he had antici¬ 
pated. 

“Some of the members 
of Odyssey came up to 
me and said, 'Odyssey’s 
great, we get to travel 
and all kinds of stuff.’ So 
I got into it and then I 
realized it’s a lot more 
work. But then we got 
to competitions and that 
was a lot more fun,” 
Henderson said. 

The group expressed 
a desire to compete and 
represent Eminence 
schools. 

“When you get up 
and go up on the stage, 
at first it’s really scary, 
everyone’s staring at you 
and you’re so afraid,” 
Eminence middle 
schooler Brooklyn Van 
Landingham said. “But 
as soon as someone says 
their first line, it’s like 
you’re gone.” 

Their desire to work 


and get better hasn’t 
gone unnoticed by their 
coach. 

“They’ve had to come 
a lot of times to be able 
to do this and to pull 
it off,” said Metcalfe. 
“It’s hard to get six kids 
together for weeks and 
weeks at a time. It’s a lot 
of work.” 

At World Finals, 


Eminence students will 
be competing against 
teams from all around 
the world across differ¬ 
ent divisions. According 
to Metcalfe, there will be 
around 60 teams in their 
division, and hundreds of 
teams in the competition 
overall, including teams 
from Russia, Germany, 
Canada and Mexico and 


others. 

Metcalfe said the team 
is still raising money 
to pay for their trip to 
Ames, Iowa where they 
will compete. Anyone

farm size in 1987. In 
1909, larger farms in 
the 50-174 acre range 
accounted for 1,007 
farms in Henry County, 
and fell to only 452 
farms with a similar 
amount of acreage in 
2007. 

The average age of a 
full-time farmer stays 
within the 50-year-old 
range. In 1987, the 
average age of a farmer 
was 52.6 as compared 
to 57.4 in 2009. The 
highest number of farm¬ 
ers in 1987 fell in the 
65 and over range at 
264 farmers and a larger 
number of the same age 


group in 2009 at 296. 

The amount of 
younger farmers, 
between the ages of 25 
to 34 has diminished. 

In 1987, 123 farmers 
were recorded between 
the ages of 25-34 and 
only 50 were recorded 
in 2009. 

As the number of 
farmers and acreage has 
changed over the last 
100 years, so has land 
use. 

The census recorded 
the harvested dol¬ 
lar amounts in 1924 
at $44,700 with an 
increase in 2007 to 
$49,936 — an increase 
of just $5,236. In 1924, 
there were 97,509 acres 
in pasture and 16,574 
in 2007. Market value 
of agriculture prod¬ 


ucts sold in tobacco 
sales during 1987 was 
recorded at $10,640, in 
comparison to livestock, 
poultry and by-products 
at $10,999. By 2007, 
the gap would widen. 
Tobacco market value 
product sold reached 
$9,447 compared to 
livestock, poultry and 
by-products at $13,708. 

According to Moore, 
the markets continue to 
shift back and forth. 

“I do think farms 
have tended to get 
larger over the last five 
years because of corn 
and soy crops where 
farmers are putting 
together larger acres, as 
well as, for larger cattle 
operations,” Moore 
said. “Reports indicate 
beans may be buying 


some corn ground this 
year, but good numbers 
sway farmers. You can 
farm in one crop for 
an amount of time, but 
eventually you take a 
yield hit and you have 
to have crop rotation. 
Essentially, it is the ris¬ 
ing tide that floats all 
boats. The increase 
has raised the price of 
pasture and hay land. 
There will be more 
land also for tobacco. 
The companies are put¬ 
ting prices at $2 and 
above for most grades 
of tobacco. It will bring 
new farmers into the 
tobacco game.”

dents to continue learn¬ 
ing on snow days so they 
won’t fall behind with 
school work. The system 
will effectively help stu¬ 
dents during unusually 
harsh winters and storm 
events similar to this year. 

Although It’s Learning 
won’t be fully up and run¬ 
ning until the 2015 school 
year, the teachers will have 
their hands on it before 
this year is out — ideally 
allowing them to become 
familiar with the program 
before it is implemented. 

Instructional Supervisor 


Thom Coffee hopes that 
bringing all of the stu¬ 
dents into one LMS will 
aid the learning process 
for children in kindergar¬ 
ten through graduating 
seniors. 

“Right now, the high 
school students use the 
learning management sys¬ 
tem Haiku,” said Coffee. 
“With going one-to-one 
[third grade] and up.. .we 
want the place for teach¬ 
ers to store course content 
where it can be accessed 
at home, so that’s really 
the purpose for Learning 
Management System.” 

Among It’s Learning’s 
unique features are stu¬ 
dent blogs, calendar 
overlays and RSS-like 


feeds that allow students 
to 'follow’ different clubs 
and classes, much like on 
Twitter and Facebook. 
According to Coffee, 
students could subscribe 
to the basketball team and 
would be given updates 
periodically on their sta¬ 
tus. Members of clubs 
could utilize the calendars 
in a similar fashion. For 
instance, someone who 
plays on the basketball 
team and is also in drama 
club could place both cal¬ 
endars on their own page 
in order to see all of their 
upcoming events. 

The new system is more 
of a streamlining of the 
things that teachers are 
already doing with the

current systems, according 
to Coffee. 

“I think the streamlin¬ 
ing is the biggest part. 
[Teachers] are doing all of 
this stuff now.

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Fighting libraries 


If I were to take a

Libraries 
are so ingrained in our

those who aren’t really 
big readers use them 
constantly for the free 
Internet access. 

This leads me to the 
question of the day: why 
would anyone want them 
removed or scaled back? 

I’m referring to the 
ongoing lawsuit against 
most Kentucky librar¬ 
ies, which if successful, 


would slash their gov¬ 
ernment funding and 
return them to a taxing 
rate from 1979. 

Let’s talk a bit about 
1979. It wasn’t a bad 
year, if you can forget 
that whole hostage cri¬ 
sis in Iran. However, it 
was 35 years ago. Gas 
was $.86 per gallon. If 
you think that a tax rate 
from 35 years ago will 
keep anyone afloat now, 
then you’re as delusional 
as the people filing this 
lawsuit.

That’s why they’re 
willing to watch 99 of 
Kentucky’s public librar¬ 
ies (including the one 
here in Henry County) 
potentially dry up and 
die due to lack of fund¬ 
ing. 

Well, here’s how I 
feel about it: It’s idiotic 
to try and strangle our 
libraries’ funding when 
they already can’t com¬ 
plete all of the projects 
that they have coming 
down the pike. It’s idi¬ 
otic to use a technicality 
in a law that’s three and 
a half decades old to jus¬ 
tify your own irrational 
hatred of any govern¬ 
ment institution. And 
it’s idiotic to drag one 
of our public services 


through the mud just 
because you don’t want 
to pay a dollar more in 
taxes. 

We live in an age of 
willful illiteracy. And 
what’s scary is that it 
isn’t the kids. It’s not 
like there are fifth- 
graders saying they 
don’t want to read, not 
even high schoolers. 
Obviously, those who are 
in college understand the 
importance of access to 
a library, whether it’s to 
rent a book, use a com¬ 
puter, or otherwise. No, 
it’s the adults leading 
this brigade of stupidity. 

It’s time that we put it 
to rest once and for all.

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What to do to salvage your fruit crops

Late last week, we 
saw apples at silver 
tip and peaches at the 
swollen bud stage. So, 
if you haven’t done so 
yet, it is time to get the 
dormant oil and fixed 
copper spray on apples 
and pears for San Jose 
scale, aphid, mite and 
fire blight control. 

It is a little too late 
to control peach leaf 
curl on peaches with 
fixed copper since the 
buds have begun to 
swell, but an oil spray 
is recommended for 
San Jose scale and mite 
control if it hasn’t been 
applied. 

Blueberry buds 
should be sprayed with 
a liquid lime-sulfur 


or Sulforix spray for 
Phomopsis cane and 
twig blight if the buds 
are swelling. This same 
spray is recommended 
for grape varieties that 
are particularly suscep¬ 
tible to anthracnose 
disease. 

Winter injury has 
been more severe than 
expected, according 
to UK Horticulturist 
Dr. John Strang. The 
54°F on Jan. 5, prior 


to the drop to around 
-6°F on Jan. 6, was a 
considerable shock for 
fruit tissue. It looks 
like many peach grow¬ 
ers in central, northern 
and eastern Kentucky 
may have lost the crop 
on less hardy varieties 
and many have some 
surviving buds on 
hardier varieties. Bud 
survival is quite evident 
now as surviving buds 
are swelling. While 


pruning blackberries 
and raspberries at the 
UK Arboretum last 
week it became evident 
that the thorn-less 
and thorny blackber¬ 
ries were pretty much 
killed almost to the 
ground. The June bear¬ 
ing and fall bearing red 
raspberries and June 
bearing Royalty purple 
raspberry were also 
killed to the ground. 

While we are talking 
about winter injury, 
the UK diagnostic Lab 
has already seen several 
specimens of ornamen¬ 
tal trees and shrubs 
with winter injury. 
Usually it is hard to tell 
right away if a woody 
plant has been killed. 


so we wait and see if it 
shows regrowth as the 
weather warms up.

While change isn’t 
easy for some people, 
it’s inevitable in 
some circumstances. 
Throughout the history 
of the University of 
Kentucky Cooperative 
Extension Service, 
countless agents 
have worked to help 
Kentuckians learn 
about and embrace 
important changes. 

This year will mark the 
anniversary of the pas¬ 
sage of the Smith-Lever 
Act, which formally 
established the national 
Cooperative Extension 
Service system. The UK 
Cooperative Extension 
Service is celebrating 
ways that extension has 
helped clients change 
their lives for the bet¬ 
ter. 

Many of the duties 
of the first extension 
agents included help¬ 
ing farmers become 
better stewards of 
the land and helping 
homemakers improve 


food preservation tech¬ 
niques so they and 
their families could 
lead healthier lives. 
Today, extension agents 
continue to work to 
make Kentuckians’ lives 
better, but now these 
duties may include 
helping farmers keep up 
with the latest precision 
agriculture technol¬ 
ogy, guiding families as 
they bounce back from 
the recent recession or 
teaching 4-H’ers about 
the consequences of 
bullying. 

Despite the many 
social, technological 
and academic changes 
that have occurred in 
the past 100 years, one 
thing that has remained 


constant is that 
Kentuckians can always 
turn to their county 
Cooperative Extension 
agents to get reliable, 
research-based informa¬ 
tion on topics ranging 
from bed bugs to pub¬ 
lic speaking to physical 
activity.

in (a little loudly above 

other voices).’’and 

forgive us our trash 
passes, as we forgive 
those who pass trash 
against us!” 

After I stopped 
chuckling, I realized 


the child’s understand¬ 
ing of the prayer was 
not so very far from 
Jesus’ meaning. A 
lot of our trespassing 
involves passing trash. 
We pass it along and we 
pass it by, leaving it to 
be someone else’s prob¬ 
lem. We trash our own 
name and the names 
of others. Let’s be 
honest, we even trash 
God’s name. 

A little trash here and 
there is not a big prob¬ 
lem; but when trash is 
left from day to day, 
it becomes a garbage 
dump. When my trash 
gets mixed with your 
trash, it becomes a big 
garbage dump. 


What’s one to do? 
Perhaps we should ask 
God to “forgive our 
trash passes, as we for¬ 
give those who pass 
trash against us.” Were 
we to do so, the whole 
world might smell bet¬ 
ter. 

In thinking a lot 
about prayer lately, 

I’ve realized how often 
words are unneces¬ 
sary. Don’t get me 
wrong, I’m not forsak¬ 
ing words—certainly 
not Jesus’ words of 
the Model Prayer or 
Disciple’s Prayer (both 
better terms than the 
Lord’s Prayer); but 
words are not always 
necessary. 


When one’s heart is 
right with God, every¬ 
thing seen or heard 
or felt or smelled or 
touched becomes a 
prayer. Donna often 
walks into my home 
study, bends over, and 
kisses me. Feeling the 
kiss, I am thankful to 
God for this gift of 
love that shares my life. 
Glancing at the west¬ 
ern sky a few nights 
ago, I marveled at the 
sunset and my heart 
overflowed. Sure, I 
know the beauty of the 
sunset is due in part 
to the smog created 
in nearby Louisville; 
but who else but God 
can create such beauty 


from smog? Even real¬ 
izing this, I’m praying, 
with my mind not my 
mouth, with images not 
with words; and I thank 
God for the beauty 
others may occasion¬ 
ally see in my life. I 
thank God because I 
know part of the beauty 
comes from what God 
has done with the smog 
and trash in my life.

every day.” 

Off the field DeBurger 
is also adjusting to college 
life. 

“My college experience 
as a student has been 
great but the classes are 
tough,” DeBurger said. 
“Learning how to study 
effectively has eased my 
transition into college. 

In addition, being able 
to choose my courses 
and class times is by far 
the best difference from 
being in high school. This 
makes going to school a 
lot more enjoyable. For 
example, I am finished 
with my classes at noon 
and I have the afternoon 
to relax, work or do 
homework before going 
to softball practice.” 

According to 


DeBurger, on the field 
adjustments have been 
tougher than learning 
how to be a college stu¬ 
dent. 

“In academics, I 
have not had a hard 
time adjusting because 
I already knew how to 
manage my schoolwork 
and practice and games,” 
she said. “In college 
softball I see consistently 
better pitching similar to 
travel ball. In high school 
I saw some good pitch¬ 
ing, but not every game. 
Another difference is the 
amount of practice. We 
practice six days a week 
and we have one day off 
each week.” 

Although college 
has been tougher than 
expected, DeBurger has 
adjusted well to her new 
surroundings.

DeBurger said. “In order

“On the other hand, 
Transylvania did meet my 
expectations of getting to 
know new and interesting 
people.

UK's improbable 
run to the finals

I have to say it again. I didn’t 
see it coming. The Kentucky 
Wildcats’ gave me no indication 
that they could make a glorious 
run to the championship game of 
the NCAA tournament. 

When you look at the regular 
season run-in all you see is losses 
and lackluster performances. 

On Feb. 27, the Cats lost to 
Arkansas in overtime. One might 
say losing in overtime to Arkansas 
isn’t so bad. But it was a home 
game. The Cats don’t lose SEC 
home games,but they did this 
year...twice. The Gators got c em 
by 10 points in February. 

After the Arkansas loss came the 
game that many UK fans would 
love to forget more than any 
other - a humiliating loss to South 
Carolina, one of the worst teams in 
the SEC. I really thought the Cats 
were done after this one. I remem¬ 
ber after this stinker hearing some 
of the talking heads say that if the 
Cats didn’t beat Alabama and then 
win at least one game in the SEC 
tournament that they might get 
left out of the tournament again. 
That’s how bad it was after the loss 
to the Gamecocks. 

Next came a less than rousing 
victory over Alabama at home. The 
Cats’ offense was so stagnant in 
this one that there was a possibil¬ 
ity of losing a third SEC game at 
home.. .in one year. 

Next came what many saw as a 
brave performance for 30 minutes 
or so against Florida before finally 
falling apart and losing by 19 
points in Gainesville. 

I am not dredging up all these 
haunting memories to torture 
other Cat fans.

The four games they played 
before the championship was some 
of the best basketball I saw all year 
from any team. I’m not a Calipari 
fan, but I have to admit that he 
did a remarkable job of getting 
those young kids ready to play in 
the tournament. 

But Calipari or any other coach 
couldn’t have done it without the 
players buying in to what needed 
to be done to turn it around. They 
deserve credit for finally humbling 
themselves and playing as a team.

DeBurger slugging for Transy

When Krista 
DeBurger played soft- 
ball for the Henry 
County Lady Cats most 
fans that followed the 
team thought of her 
as a pitcher first. But 
DeBurger was also one 
of the best hitters on 
the team in her senior 
season and she is using 
her hitting prowess to 
make a big contribu¬ 
tion to her college 
team, the Transylvania 
Pioneers. 

DeBurger, a fresh¬ 
man, is leading the 
team in home runs 


with five, batting aver¬ 
age (.396) and RBIs 
(18). She also leads 
the team in slugging 
percentage and on-base 
percentage. 

She has done this 
while playing in only 
19 of the team’s 22 
games. In two of the 
19 games she did not 
start. 

“My college experi¬ 
ence as an athlete did 
not start as I expect¬ 
ed,” DeBurger said. 
“Our head coach, Kim 
Tackett, left before my 
first semester of college 
and took an assistant 
position at Otterbein 
University. 

“When she left the 
team with no head 


coach, I was worried 
that I would not like 
the new coach. With 
time and patience our 
athletic director chose 
our new coach and 
she is a good fit at 
Transylvania.” 

DeBurger’s five 
home runs leads the 
Heartland Collegiate 
Athletic Conference 
while her batting aver¬ 
age and RBI total are 
fifth. She is ranked sec¬ 
ond in the conference 
in slugging percentage 
and third in on-base 
percentage. 

About the only 
significant offensive 
categories in which she 
doesn’t appear among 
the league leaders are 


runs scored and stolen 
bases. But who asks 
their clean-up hitter to 
be proficient in those 
areas? Her job is to get 
people home and with 
18 RBIs in 17 starts, 
she is doing her job 
very well. 

The Pioneers are 
starting a young lineup 
that includes several 
freshmen and sopho¬ 
mores and adjusting to 
a new coach after the 
previous coach left in 
the summer before the 
season started. Nine 
other incoming recruits 
chose to go elsewhere 
when the coach left. 

DeBurger did not 
begin the season in the 
starting lineup but 
her hitting ability 
made it impossible 
to keep her out of 
the lineup. 

According to 
DeBurger, she got 
her starting spot 
the old-fashioned 
way - she earned 
it. 

“I think I was 
left out of the line 
up because it was 
hard to showcase 
my hitting and 
fielding when our 
pre-season practic¬ 
es were inside due 
to harsh winter 
weather. When we 
were inside, it was 
hard for the out¬ 
fielders to prove 
what we could do 
and I think the 
coach based our 
fielding abilities 
from fall ball and I 
wasn’t given much 
opportunity there 
either, because I 


was trying for different 
positions,” DeBurger 
said. “I hoped for a 
starting spot on the 
team since I had played 
high school ball since 
sixth grade. Not ini¬ 
tially being a starting 
player made me work 
harder to try and prove 
myself. It was hard 
watching the team play, 
knowing how much I 
wanted to be on the 
field. When I got the 
chance to play, I took 
that opportunity to 
demonstrate my softball 
skills to my new coach. 
Earning my starting 
position and work¬ 
ing my way up in the 
lineup was the greatest 
feeling. 

“My advice to ath¬ 
letes would be: do not 
get discouraged if your 
talents are not seen 
right away and always 
give 110 percent at 
practice and when you 
are given an opportu¬ 
nity - take it.” 

Her coach, Tina 
Magnola, is pleased 
with DeBurger’s per¬ 
formance on and off 
the field. 

“Krista has been a 
huge contributor to 
our Pioneer softball 
program this spring,” 
Magnola said. “As 
our number four bat¬ 
ter and starting left 
fielder, she has proven 
herself many times over 
this season and we are 
happy to have her here 
at Transy. Off the field, 
Krista continues to 
excel in the classroom 
and has a great attitude
